5. After October 23, 2001, we learned from William Pappas that one of the joint 
inventors, Chris QUACKENBUSH, is now deceased. Mr. Pappas also informed us that 
Mr. G. William Haas was the representative of the Estate of Chris QUACKENBUSH.
